WASHINGTON, July 2.— 
President Roosevelt made no 
third-term commitmenis to 
Republicans Henry L. Stimson 
and Colonel Frank Knox 
when he obtained their con- 
sent to join a “nationa! soli- 
_ arity” cabinet, the two nom-_ 
yinees revealed today in open | 
hearings before senate :om-| 


mittees. 

Stimson, who served in tl ae 
inets of two Republican pres ents, | 
was approved as secretary war 
by the senate military ‘airs 
committee. The vote was 14 0 3. 
His nomination now goé@és to the 
senate floor where con‘irmation is 
expected.

Stimson Views, 

Here is a summarized version 
of Stimson’s views as presented 
before the committee: 

1. The United States should give

safely give to guarantee continu- 
ance of Great Britain’s control of 
the North ‘Atlantic.” 

2. Recommended prompt enact- 
ment of a statute establishing a

Earlier, ‘Knox had testified he 
never, at any time, “publicly or 
privately urged military aid to the 
Allies.” 

Both nominees were asked 
whether the third-term question 
entered into their appointment. 

’ Ellender’s Question. 

Knox, Landon’s 1936 running 
mate, was asked by Senator Allen 
J. Ellender, Democrat, Louisiana, 
whether Mr: Roosevelt had made 
any pledge to him that he would 
or would not run for a third term 
if he accepted the cabinet job. 

“Neither then nor subsequently 
were there any promises or com- 
mitments on either side,” Knox 
replied. 

Senator Ellender predicted that 
if all the committee members vote, 
Knox will be approved with not 
more than five adverse votes.

Social planning is an absolute 
necessity if tuberculosis in Geor- 
gia is to be wiped out, according 
to Dr. T. F. Abercrombie, director 
of the State Department of Public 
Health. 

“The fight against tuberculosis 
has resulted in a definite decrease 
in mortality throughout the United 
States generally, and the decline 
in Georgia has closely paralleléd 
the United States average. The 
chief obstacle has been the wuni- 
versal lack of joint and purpose- 
ful action of the community as a 
whole, which must be considered 
responsible for the existence of 
tuberculosis and other preventable 
infectious diseases and for low- 
scale living conditions,” the health 
director declared. 

A social planning council, Dr. 
Abercrombie stated, should . de- 
velop its interest to include all 
health, housing, nutritional wel- 
fare and governmental problems 
there might be in the community. 

The health director declared the 
key to successful disease control is 
the employment in sufficient num- 
ber by the local health department 
of public health nurses, trained 
also in médical social science. 

These nurses, working with the 
local welfare director, county farm 
and home demonstration agents, 
the physicians, other social work- 
ers, county officials, farm, labor, 
industrial, educational and civic 
organizations should pay fine divi-

The Rural-Urban Conference 

One of the most interesting aspects of mod- 
ern life is the relationship between rural and 
urban communities. The interdependencies and 
the clashes between these two groups have a 
terrific impact on the civilization we have built 
on this continent. At the same time, the per- 
sonal factor involved in this relationship is one 
of the most neglected of our day. It has led to 
farm blocs, city blocs and labor bloes in legis- 
lative halls. It has counterposed antagonisms 
that would be unnecessary if any effort had 
been made through the years to develop the 
communities of interest between the various 
elements involved. 

A way out, through which those who till the 
soil and those who buy the produce of the 
fields can be brought to see the closely knit 
relationship in which they must live in the 
days to come, is to be found in the rural-urban 
conferences such as that held last week in 
Atlanta. Such a meeting throws the problems 
of the farm wife and the city wife into the 
same basket. Out of it comes an understanding 
impossible of achievement when the middlemen 
—necessary in a complex existence—stand be- 
tween those who grow and those who buy. 

The rural-urban conferences serve another 
important purpose in that they permit the dis- 
cussion, by farm wives, of the problems of each 
section. 

The more personal contact between the cities 
and the rural areas can be extended, the deeper 
will be the understanding of all. Knowing each 
the problems of the other, life for’both will 
have been enriched. The rural-urban confer- 
ences fill a vital need of modern life.

Editorial of the Day 


NO ,RELIEF FOR TOBACCO 
(From~The Asheville Citizen-Times.) 

The cruel impress of war. upon the nation’s 
tobacco export business is common knowledge in 
every southern farm household. Its precise ex- 
tent, however, had not been realized until the 
announcement of 1940 export estimates at the 
meeting of the Tobacco Association of the United 
States at White Sulphur Springs. 

According to President Jamés S. Ficklen, our 
exports this year will decline to about 120,000,- 
000 pounds, while there is the prospect that afi 
additional 170,000,000 pounds held’ under option 
from last year by British importers cannot be 
released. In the one instance this would repre- 
sent a loss of from two-thirds to three-fourths of 
our export market in 1940. If British interests 
are unable to take up 1939 options, producers 
must endure a monetary loss all the more keen 
because it will destroy expectations on a crop 
already marketed. 

The depressing factor is that German occu- 
pation of France, Holland, Belgium, Denmark and 
Norway has barred markets wihch, to some ex- 
tent, might have compensated for Britain’s in- 
ability to meet exchange requirements and obtain 
delivery of the optioned leaf. Moreover, Mr. 
Ficklen reminds producers that shipping facilities 
have been reduced to a minimum. Fewer cargo 
ships are available, he finds, than at any time 
in the present century. 

The problem is staggering to contemplate and 
even less ready of a satisfactory solution. If the 
war were to end quickly in a German victory a 
remedy would be no more attainable, for Amer- 
ica is neither prepared nor willing to comply 
with the inevitable consequence of Nazi barter 
trade. The best export prospect is a British vic- 
tory, but this would probably not come quickly, 
and, in any event, the restoration of normal trade 
relations would require considerable time. 


| THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 


AGAIN, WILL HE RUN? WASHINGTON, July 2.—In Europe 
the final disaster perhaps impends. 


Yet, now the Republicans have picked their man, the chief talk of 
Washington is whether the President, will accept Wendell Willkie’s 


‘challenge to run again, or will deputize the task to one of the 


lesser men of his party. 

The evidence pro and con is indscribably confused, both by the 
President’s varying moods and by the winds of rumor. What may 
in the end prove the deciding factor, however, is an undoubted fact: 
Just now, at least, the President is a tired man. His exhaustion 
has already added several curious circumstances to the incident of 
Colonel Frank Knox’s appointment to be secretary of the navy. It 
is not impossible it will have more important results later. 

It will be remembered how the Republican jitters over Colonel 
Knox’s acceptance of the navy post: gave rise to a flood of re- 
ports that the President would not seek a third term. It was widely 
said Knox would not have taken the job without a commitment to 
this effect.. The truth is that, when Colonel Knox saw the Presi- 
dent, he asked for no such commitment. Instead, he made his entry 
into the cabinet conditional only on the simultaneous appointment 
of another Republican, thus producing a real coalition. This condi- 
tion was met when Henry L. Stimson was asked to head the War 
Department, which the President probably intended to do in any 
case. Knox, being anxious to serve his country, then accepted the 
President’s offer. 

While talking to Knox, however, the President remarked that 
he doubted whether he could bear up under another four years in 
the White House. While considering whaf to do, Knox consulted 
Alf M. Landon, M. B. Creager, of Texas, and a number of other 
Republican leaders, All of them told Knox that the President was 
using him for a stalking horse for the third term. In reply, Knox 
gave it as his personal opinion that the President did not want a 
third term, and passed on the substance of the President’s remark. 
Thus the rumors, which exaggerated an quyreemon of feeling into 
a positive statement. 


BEING TIRED The fact remains that the President is really 

tired and therefore cannot look forward to each 
day’s work with quite his old zest. If he did, he would be super- 
human. In the first place, during the early stages of the world 
crisis this spring, he had to cope with many brusquely presented 
problems while suffering from a series of minor but exhausting ill- 
nesses. In the second place, Washington has lately become the 
mecca of literally thousands of well-intentioned Mr. Fixits, many 
of them important enough to make heavy calls on the President’s 
time to present plans for improwed national defense, offers of co- 
operation and the like. Simultaneously he-has had to carry a vastly 
increased burden of serious work. 

Being tired, the President muSt certainly feel a strong return 
of his old unwillingness to run again. So far as your correspond- 
ents can discover, not one man or woman who sees the President 
often and is in a position to judge his mind has ever supposed that 
if he consulted his purely, personal inclinations he would seek a 
third term. 

Before the war, the objective of the third-term mov ement, as is 
now acknowledged by its leaders, was to give the President power 
to dictate a Democratic nominee of New Deal type. It was only 
when the war broke out that the third-termers began to hope they 
could put the President himself im nomination, despite their previous 
talk for the record to the contrary. And it was only this spring, 
when the war crisis became acute, that they began to feel sure their 
hopes would not be disappointed. The President had come more 
and more to think, rightly or wrongly, that he could not be certain 
of the election of any other man who would carry on the policies 
he thought vitai. 


WILLKIE’S DARE The fact of the President’s being tired, with 

its inevitable accompanying reluctance to 
carry on with a killing job, is one new. element in the situation. 
The other, and perhaps the more significant, is the Republicans’ 
nomination of Wendell Willkie. If they had chosen Senator Robert 
A. Taft, committed as he finally was to a sort of American ap- 
peasement program, the President would unquestionably nave taken 
the plunge. 

But Willkie is quite a different matter. ,Not only is he likely 
to prove the kind of opponent no tired.-mah ‘would want to face. 
He is also committed to precisely the same policies thought vital by 
the President. As so many people are interested in so many ways 
in the President’s re-election, he will undoubtedly be urged to “save 
the country from Willkie” on grounds other than the acuteness of 
the world situation. The foolish charge that Willkie is a sort of 
proto-Fascist is already going the rounds. But now, despite the 
equally foolish suggestion that he will be a quitter if he does not 
take Willkie’s dare, the President may possibly decide that he has

Mantraps point out, especial- 
ly to newspaper 


workers, a couple of cunning man- 
traps concealed beneath the con- 
stitution of the American News- 
paper Guild, which is a trans- 
mission belt of the Communist 
party. 

Members, and non-members 
who are tempted to join, inno-~ 
cently assume that because this 
CIO union purports to be a vol- 
untary association they may re- 
sign at will. The fact is that once 
a person joins the guild claims 
him for life. Many members have 
offered their resignations and oth- 
ers have dropped out, believing 
that was all there was to it. 

The guild constitution, how- 
ever, takes the position that a 
member who attempts to quit 
merely becomes delinquent unless 
he enters some other occupation 
outside the newspaper business, in 
which case certain obligations still 
pursue him. If he quits and re- 
mains in the newspaper business 
he accumulates a mounting bill of 


dues, assessments and fines dur- 
ing the periods of his estrange- 
ment. If, years afterward, under 
the compulsion of the closed shop, 
he is forced to request reinstate- 
ment, he finds that he is, liable for 
the whole bill, payable on the 
arreihend before he can hang up 
his hat and go to work. The total 
may be so great that he cannot 
raise the money, in which case 
,the guild has the right to bar him 
from his legitimate occupation. 
The guild may scale the bill 
down to $2, but can insist on the 
whole debt. If the applicant is a 
person of spirit who has denounc- 
ed the Communist control of the 
guild and still refuses to placate 
the Communists, the guild can re- 
fuse to reinstate him at all. 
Newspaper workers outside the 
Communist circle seem not to ap- 
preciate the hidden provisions of 
the guild constitution. That is

Not In So 


The document 
does not say in 
Many Words so many words, 

for example, 
that non-members who never 
have been members must, never- 
theless, abide by its decision and 
discipline. The constitution ob- 
tains the same effect, however, 
by providing that an applicant 
may be rejected if he has ever 
worked in a shop where there was 
a strike. But the guild may call 
a strike of its own members, even 
if they are a small minority of a 
whole staff. If there are seven 
guild members in a shop, and four 
Communists among them vote to 
strike, those four may place a 
hundred non-members in danger 
of future exclusion from the guild 


if they continue to work. 


If the guild should ever obtain 
the universal closed shop in the 


whole American press the non-| 


strikers would be ineligible for 
newspaper work everywhere in 
the United States. And if the 
CIO should extend the closed shop 
to all other occupations, according 
to plan, those non-strikers could 
be barred from all employment 
forever. 

This provision is reinforced with 
another passage, but even that 
meaning is slightly concealed. In 
order to construct the intention 
you have to piece together Section 
11 of Article X and Section 1, Sub- 
section (E) of Article XII. How- 
ever, it confirms thé hidden pur- 
pose of the negative provisions 
which I have been explaining. 
There is no denying the intent. 


The claim to perpetual 
‘Can’ t power over those who 

do join is expressed 
Resign by clever indirection. 
On this point the constitution says 
a member designates the guild as 
his collective bargaining agent. 
That seems innocent enough. But 
this designation may terminate 
only if he is expelled or goes into 
some other line of work. It does 
not terminafe if he attempts to 
resign. Resignation is not recog- 
nized at all under any circum- 
stances. 

If he enters another business he 
may withdraw,. but not resign, 
and even then he is obliged to 
join the union, if any, established 
for workers in his new occupation. 
And if he ever returns to the 
newspaper business he must im- 
mediately rejoin the guild. If he 
fails to rejoin he becomes de- 
linquent. 

The constitution is so drawn 
that non-members are threatened 
with an economic death sentence 
for failure to obey its orders, and 
members can never escape, even 
though they should feel it their 
patriotic duty to dissociate them- 
selves from an organization con- 
trolled by Communists under dis- 
cipline from Moscow. 

The Communists, and possibly 
some genuine Americans in the 
guild membership who have neg- 
lected to study the constitution, 
probably will deny this informa- 
tion and denounce it as Red-bait- 
ing and anti-union propaganda.
